Let such a man. aocrt 
after dinner, become violently en­ 
raged or shocked by some unexpect­ 
ed calamity , and the chances are an 
attack of apoplexy is the consequence. 
Too much importance has, it is true, 
been attributed to the so-called ap­ 
oplectic constitution, consisting ol 
shortness of the neck, with consider­ 
able einbonjioint, and what is known 
as full habit. These characteristic* 
do not mean that there is a decided 
tendency to apoplexy , and y et a man 
so formed ought to live much differ- 
ebtly than he who is “ lank and lean.” 
An aneurism is a tumor formed by 
the dilation of an artery , as the re­ 
sult of the bursting of its inner and 
middle coats. It is more liable to oc­ 
cur in persons in whom degenerative 
changes in the arteries are taking 
place. It may be directly caused by 
great mental excitement, violent ex­ 
ertion, lifting, etc., or local injury . 
The larger the artery in which the 
aneurism forms the more serious it is. 
If within the chest or abdomen, there 
is little chance of recovery . The pro 
: gress of aneurism is slow; death is 
sudden in a proportion of caw* from 
I rupture. 
Large abscesses in thi 
chest have I# **« known to hurst and 
cause immediate suffocation. Such 
accidents are rare, nnd so, also, as 
we have already said, is sudden 
death from hemorrhage of the lungs. 
In those cases death, doubtless, is 
also caused by suffocation. Strong 
impressions on the mind will ever re­ 
flect their influence on the vital 
functions, and strengthen or pros­ 
trate their energies.

members of the society, accompanied 
by Mr. Berri val Spencer, have just 
gone out to Sun kin to carry out 
some ballooning operations a t the 
seat of war. Mr. Berri val Spencer is 
a member of the firm of ( buries 
G reen. Spencer & Son, who. though 
only a young man of 22, has already 
made thirty or forty ascents, and 
has practical knowledge of Hie m ak­ 
in g of balloons and parachutes. 
In­ 
deed, it was his finn th a t made Bald­ 
win’s parachute. 
“ VYha^ are the intended opera­ 
tions?” “They have gone to take 
observations, both scientific and mili­ 
tary, to rtiie Egyptian government.

“They are taking with 
them two balloons,}! parachute,pho­ 
tographic apparatus, a variety of 
scientific instrum ents, and a supply 
of compressed gas for the balloon, as 
well as of tinned meat, etc., for them­ 
selves." 
At this juncture the S tar man be­ 
g a ll to puzzle his brains as to what 
use could be made of the parachute 
in such a case as this. Could the 
daring aeronauts contem plate ins]tir­ 
ing the Arabs with awe-stricken won- 
den at the apparently supernatural 
spectacle of enemies, descending from 
the clouds upon them? 
No, th a t could not lie, and Mr.

Don’t Bandage a Sore Lye. 
The custom ,[prevalentjamongphys* 
icians as well as the laity, of tightly 
bandaging or tying up the eye as 
soon as it becomes inflamed or sore 
is branded a bad one by a xvriter in 
Health. 
He says: It precludes the 
free access nnd beneficial effects oft he 
cool air, and a t the same time pre­ 
vents or greatly retards the free 
egress of the hot tears and morbid 
secretions oft he inflamed conjunctiva 
or cornea, or both, iii those cases, 
too, where a fbreiirn substance has 
got into the eye, the bandage (which 
is usually clapped on the first thing) 
presses the lids more closely against 
the ball, and thus increases pain and 
discomfort by augm enting the lacer­ 
ations caused by the foreign body. 
This cannot fail to be harmful. In 
those cases where the light is painful 
it is my habit to adjust over the or­ 
gan a neatly-flitting shade, which, 
while it excludes the light, allows the 
free access of air.

happens. Let such a roan. soon 
after dinner, become violently en­ 
raged or shocked by some unexpect­ 
ed calamity, and the chances are an 
attack of apoplexy is the consequence. 
Too much importance has, it is true, 
been attributed to the so-called ap­ 
oplectic constitution, consisting ol 
shortness of the neck. with consider­ 
able embonpoint, and what is known 
as full habit. These characteristics 
do not mean that there is a decided 
tendency to apoplexy, and yet a man 
so formed ought to live much differ- 
ehtlv than he who is ‘dank and lean.” 
An aneurism is a tumor formed by 
the dilation of an artery, as the re­ 
sult of the bursting of its inner and 
middle coats. It is more liable to oc­ 
cur in persons in whom degenerative 
changes in the arteries are taking 
place. It may be directly caused by 
great mental excitement, violent ex­ 
ertion, lifting, etc., or local injury. 
The larger the artery in which the 
aneurism forms the more serious it is. 
If within the chest or abdomen, there 
is little chance of recovery. The pro- 
J gress of aneurism is slow; death is 
sudden in a proportion of cases from 
I rupture. 
Large abscesses in the 
j chest have l>een known to burst and 
cause immediate suffocation. Such 
accidents are rare, and so. also. as j 
we have already said, is sudden! 
death from hemorrhage of the lungs. ( 
In those cases death, doubtless, is I 
also caused by suffocation. Strong 
impressions on the mind will ever re- j 
fleet their influence on the vital j 
functions, and strengthen or pros­ 
trate their energies. 
“Joy seldom 
kil's,” it is true, and yet if the sub­ 
ject be of a delicate and sensitive con- 
stitution, and more especially if he 
labors under any complaint of the 
heart, the consequences on the nerv­ 
ous system of sudden and immediate 
I joy will always tx* 
attended with 
hazard. Many instances of fatal ef­ 
fect from that passion are recorded, 
and the assertion has been made by 
some able writers on mental hygiene 
that sudden joy is even more hazard- j 
ous to life than sudden grief. When j 
extravagant joy follows unexpected-1 
Iv terror, or grief, the danger from I 
the shock to the nervous system is 
heightened. That fact has l>een illus­ 
trated by the sudden death of crim­ 
inals who have been pardoned at 
the point of execution. That terror, 
grief and anger are sometimes ia- 
j stantly fatal—at once paralyzing the I 
j nervous system and stopping the ac- j 
j tion of of the heart—are well know n, j 
i for the instances have been many, j 
I In disease of the heart these powerful I 
i emotions are potent agencies of evil. 
It death does not occur from a sud­ 
den, intense shoch, the organ is en­ 
feebled bv every such experience. 
In all forms of heart disease death 
is liable to take place suddenly, and ! 
in a large proportion of cases the ! 
evil comes after violent over-exer- j 
tion. 
‘ Heart trouble' may exist in 
! a person for a long time—even for J 
years—without its presence being 
suspected. 
Such a one 
enjoying 
coRinarittvely good health, and not 
being conscious of the need of un- j 
usual 
care, 
is 
quite 
sure, 
sooner or later, to make some vio­ 
lent effort—“run to catch the train 
or the like”—and “life's thread is 
snapped.” 
Rupture of the heart I 
sometimes take* place when that 
organ has suffered from what is 
known as fatty degeneration, and 
its walls have been weakened there-; 
by. Such an action rarely occurs in 
persons under the age of forty. 
“Is it a quick death, a painless 
death?” is a question which is fre­ 
quently asked of physicians.

Watches Without Hands. 


F ro m th e H ousehold M onthly. 
The construction of watches with­ 
out hands has lately attracted some 
attention: the usual hands tieing re­ 
plated by figures denoting the hour 
and minute: which appear a t open­ 
ings in the dial plate: the mechanism 
is simple, and only a few more parts 
are required than in an ordinary 
watch. 
Two wheels are used to de­ 
note the minutes—one. which moves 
forward once in 
a minute, I icing 
geared to a second tine, marked with 
the ten minute figures, and every 
ten minutes a tooth on the first 
wheel engages with the teeth on tile 
s**cond, m oviugit forward one figure. 
Thus every minute of the hour is 
shown on the face of tile watch, at 
its completion, both minute wheels 
show two ciphers and are ready to 
begiu the round again; the hour is 
shown on a separate wheel, and an 
ordinary hand indicates the seconds. 
of the advantages of this kind of 
wa tch, it is remarked that few people 
read the time of au ordinary watch 
accurately, and if the experiment is 
tried at the face in the usual manner, 
and then nam ing the time, it will he 
found that an error of from half a 
minute to three minutes will Is- gen­ 
erally made. 
With the new watch, 
it is claimed, no error can possibly 
occur, and there is the added advan­ 
tage that, at tile end ofevery minute 
an audible l ink is sounded as tile 
number changes, by which one can 
measure short intervals of time, even 
in the night.
